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INTRODUCTION 


es NATURALIZATION ÁCT OF 1753, passed in June, allowed foreign- 
born Jews living in England to be naturalized by acts of Parlia- 
ment and without the sacramental test. It initiated a great clamor 
even in the countryside where Jews were scarce. Though no Jews 
lived in Oxfordshire, Jackson's Oxford Journal printed something 
about the Jew Bill —as the Act was commonly known—in every is- 
sue in its 1753 run. The most substantive modern monograph onthe 
Bill minimizes the controversy's anti-Semitism,' but the fears that 
provoked hatred of the Jews, when transmuted by wit's imaginative 
shapes, gave the best contemporary satires an unsettling edginess. 
Even this characterization is less than round since the Jew often was 
but one of many targets. The following works—a narrative, two 
plays, and two series of journalistic predictions— are samples of the 
controversy's diverse and rich satire; they should be saved from the 
polemical graveyard. 


The anonymous Christian's New Warning Piece most probably was 
published in the fall of 1753. An advertisement in Jackson's Oxford 
Journal of 27 October previewed its appearance: "This Day at Noon will 
be Publish'd (Price Three-Pence)" A notice in the next issue, on 
3 November, began, “This Day is Publish/d/? but that beginning was 
formulaic. It also introduced eleven other such notices of the New 
Warning Piece in Jackson's Oxford Journal, the last one in the issue of 9 
March 1754. 

The pamphlet exploited circumcision, a Jewish rite which, as 
many commentators recognized, “drew special ridicule. Images of 
circumcision occurred continually in prints (one is subtitled The 
Christians Taken Inn), poetry (* Alas! that poor Britons should lose for their 
Sins, / Their Liberties, Properties, and their Fore-Skins"), and prose ("this 
[being circumcised] may bring them to their Senses, or to their Feeling 
atleast"). Sexual scarring lurked in the corners of these scenarios. In 
an untitled print a woman warns the Duke of Cumberland, 
“Can you bear Circumcision youl have nothing left then.” He replies, “Whats 
that to me it cant do me much Harm.”” A poem in Jackson's Oxford Journal 
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warns, “Think well Lady S— n of this Operation / And join with 
Good Christians in saving—the Nation. The New Warning Piece 
hinges on this rite, its subtitle, “А Full and True Account of the Cir- 
cumcision of Sir E. T. Bart.” 

Like many satires against the Act, the New Warning Piece also 
scored Whigs. Their candidates, according to Dr. Free, wereset up by 
Satan, "in Opposition to the true Old Inferest of Christ, and his Gospel" 
(p. 3). Since many of the clergy, faithful to the government, had 
supported the bill, they too were satirized. Reverend Timothy 
Boots believes that "all Religions were, in themselves, Things indif- 
ferent, any farther than as they serv'd our present Purposes” (p. 7). 
Both Dr. Twister and Dr. H. urge circumcision. Naive Dr. H. cites 
from Genesis 34:21—25 the "lucky Example" (p. 8) of the Shechemites, 
who had undergone circumcision, forgetting that “on the third day, 
when [the Shechemites] were sore, .. . two of the sons of Jacob... 
came upon the city boldly, and slew all the males" (Genesis 34:25). 

The satires roots are in Oxford — Balliol College, the Bear Inn, 
town hall, the convocation house. Many local political figures, such 
as Thomas Pardo of Jesus College, Charles Jenkinson of University 
College and Anthony Keck, who was Squire of Great Tew, are al- 
most completely lettered in. Others are referred to by code words: 
Timothy Boots represents Thomas Bray of Exeter; Twister stands for 
Theophilus Leigh, Master of Balliol. The main figures span the hazy 
borders of reality and fantasy. Sir E. T. the principal gull, is a gro- 
tesque portrait of Edward Turner, Whig candidate for Oxfordshire. 
Turner's former shady election practices would be recalled by Sir 
E. T.s visit to “G— t B— n" (Great Bedwin), in Wiltshire, but the 
narrator satirically quantifies and liquifies the experience: there, he 
"spent six or seven thousand Pounds in strong Beer” (p. 5). The 
narrator's account that Sir E. T."learn'd his Catechism... under the cel- 
ebrated Dr. Twister” (pp. 4-5) would remind the readers that Turner 
was tutored by Theophilus Leigh, but "Catechism" is a reductive 
metonymy. The allusion to Twister's tutelage, moreover, would recall 
the fable of the “old black Spaniel, called Twister, who ...led... Teddy 
[another nickname for Turner], a rambling all over the Country.” 
The dexterous circumciser who operates on Sir E. T., Moses Ben- 
Amiri, is entirely fictional, though well known to readers of the New 
Warning Piece since his services were widely circulated. This mock- 
advertisement is from Jackson's Oxford Journal: 
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MOSES BEN AMRI, Surgeon 
At his House near Моок-САТЕ, 
Begs leave to inform the PUBLICK, that he 
CIRCUMCISES 
In the safest, easiest, and most expeditious Manner. 
N.B. He will wait on People of Quality in any 
part of Kingdom upon proper Notice.® 


Though fantasy and reality so jostled each other that they often 
could not be separated, the satiric framework of the New Warning 
Piece was steady. The narrator prefaces his account of Sir E. T.: “The 
dreadful Effects” of avarice “upon the Mind, have been admirably 
ехров to the World, in their most natural and frightful Colours (I 
mean, in the Case of Mr. Edmund Curl...) by a very grave Writer, 
who ... hath, in this part of his English History, far excell'd ... all... 
Writers of our own Nation, upon the same Subject" (p. 4).? His calling 
Pope a “very grave Writer” and Curll's fictitious circumcision “English 
History” establishes his satire in addition to revealing his model. The 
narrator's guides are the bathetic "Mountain-Nymphs of Shotover and 
the Dryads of Maudlin-Wood' (p.13) as well as “The Muse of History" (p. 
12). His use of excrement is a commonplace of satire: “Mr. 
J —k— n... having hung his Head directly over the Jet d'eau... had 
the good Luck to catch the whole Stream in his Mouth; except a few 
Sprinklings which were bestow'd in bedewing the Gown and Cas- 
sock of Mr. Moses Ben-Amri" (pp. 11-12). 

That passage— enriched with euphemistic metonymy, hyperbole, 
burlesque, alliteration, and irony— points to the narrator's skill; and 
much of the narrative's fun is due to his consistent, playful language, 
as in the final disposition of Sir E. T's severed foreskin: “Thence [the 
Muse of History] attended him to his Chambers at Ex— r, where ће 
wash'd it, and squeez’d it, and twisted it, and turnd it, and hung it 
from his Window, on a Stick, to dry. Then again he soak'd it, and 
stroak’d it, and again he дгу dit, and stretch'd it, and куа it (in Man- 
ner ofa Chinese Ring) about the Neck of Young Mr. Boots... .let us leave 
him ... not without lamenting, that the same Portion of Matter, 
which was wont to contribute to filling up the Measure of chaste 
connubial Love, shou'd now (sad Change of Employment!) be des- 
tind to be the Instrument of rank Debauch, and Priestly Leachery" 
(p. 13). 

The agile dance of the narrator, then, is what generates the New 
Warning Pieces excitement. Sometimes his condemnations— Jews are 
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“barbarous and merciless” (p. 12) and “Enemies of Christianity” (p. 6) — 
are explicit. More of the time, he is ironic. His “Full and True Ac- 
count” and “Faithful Narrative’ (the title page) are a grotesque fanta- 
sy. Though he chides Sir E. T. for “the wicked Practice of Punning” (p. 
5), he carefully lets the reader overhear examples. Twister explains to 
Sir E. T. that circumcision is “only a Matter of Form” (р. 8); and Hebrew 
before the ceremony, according to Dr. H., was “nothing more than a 
Sort of Grace before Meat" (p. 11). He himself puns when he describes 
the foreskin "filling up the Measure of chaste connubial Love” (p. 15). 
The central character of the satire is not Sir E. T., but the capricious, 
literate, allusive, ironic, mocking, slashing narrator. 


The Temple of Laverna and its sequel appeared in the Gray's Inn 
Journal, most probably in 1753. Their dating is difficult to fix since 
numbers and dates vary widely in the Journals variant editions, pub- 
lished in 1753—54, 1756, and 1786. The Temple of Laverna is not in the 
1754 edition. Though it is dated 1752 in subsequent editions,!° allu- 
sions by the Jewish characters in the drama — "The B — ps are for 
us" and "Shall we have a fixed Place of Residence at last?" (p. 124) — 
suggest that the play also had appeared earlier in 1753 in the prede- 
cessor to the Gray's Inn Journal, the Craftsman. No issue of the 
Craftsman is extant. The sequel in all editions is dated in the fall of 
1753.'" Arthur Murphy, whose work appeared in the Craftsman and 
who started the Gray's Inn Journal independently, did not write these 
two plays, admitting in no. 52 in the 1754 edition that he was 
“indebted” to “a particular Friend” for "a Scene at Jonathan's 
Coffee-House, and a Sequel to thesame.”*? In the 1786 edition, he iden- 
tified their author as Thomas Fitzpatrick" 

In The Temple of Laverna, the Jew shared the stage with other popu- 
lar stereotypes: the dumb Irishman, the squandering young gentle- 
man, the illiterate Frenchman, the stolid Englishman. The Irishman 
cannot understand that the stocks are not physically in the "Stocks 
Place" Bewildered, he says to his friend, "you may talk of it for ever, 
but I never will comprehend it" (p. 127). The young gentleman not 
unexpectedly blames his father for his plight in foppish cliches: "Pox 
of that old Prig, my Father, if it had not been for him, I should have 
nothing to do with these d — ned Stocks" (p. 128). The Frenchman 
botches his native language ("mais quelle difference in de pratique?" [p. 
126]) as well as his English (“it is ver extraordinaire dat" ip 125]: 
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Yet Fitzpatrick demands an alert reader who notices that 
these gulls also slide into being satirists. The young fop, as a 
mouthpiece for Fitzpatrick, calls Jews, “a Parcel of Scoundrels” 
(p. 128). The Frenchman perceptively undermines the English: 


Friend. Your King obliges his Parliament to register his Edicts.— 
Frenchman.— And your Ministers, fat is dey do? n'est il pas le méme?

Friend. The People of England give their Assent to the Laws, by 
which they are governed. 
Frenchman. Mais, Monsieur Walpole savoit bien leur prix. 
(P. 126) 


The Jew is scored for selfishness, lying, servility, ambition, greed. 
But the satire mocks the English and French and Irish as well as the 
Jew, crooked members of Parliament as well as shady street-brokers, 
blind Christian bishops as well as unbenevolent Jews. 

Yet at times the light shines on a stage concerned with nothing 
more than superb comedy. Telling of Ebeneazor Crafty who 
“died very well,” the Jewish stockbroker explains to the uncompre- 
hending Irishman that the phrase “only means, a Man died 
in good Circumstances.” “Ow! but is that all,” the Irishman 
replies. “Faith, I thought it might have been some Protestant, 
who sent for a Priest on his Death-bed” (pp. 128—209). 


Like its predecessor, the sequel to The Temple of Laverna concerns 
stockjobbing. Caiphas reappears; so too the servile Englishman and 
the Great Man. But the Jews, part of the crowd of gulls in The Temple of 
Laverna, have taken over center stage. 

Representing Tory values, the country gentleman “in Boots” is 
Trueblue, honest and forthright and incorruptible. “I would not be- 
come a Jew,” he unwaveringly declares, “no not to be a Minister of 
State” (p. 33). As the good man, he registers Fitzpatricks satiric 
“truths.” “I wish, I could blow them [the Jews] all up,” Trueblue says at 
the end of his visit. “Let me give them one hearty Curse, and then we 
will go” (p. 35). His other denigrations gain force by extending cur- 
rent stereotypes. Jews are in league with the devil,” "infernal 
Leeches” which will “swarm in all Parts of the Kingdom’ (p. 33), 
and “Monsters” (p. 32). 
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There is also unadulterated fun: “it is clear to me, that Moses never 
was in Westphalia,” says Caiphas, “or he would not have prohibited 
Pork” (p. 35). But that is rare. Fitzpatrick's stage directions before the 
scenes reveal an obsessiveness: the “Cluster [of Jews] in the Middle of 
the Temple” are “circumcised and uncircumcised’ (p. 31). In The Temple of 
Laverna, too, Jews are pictured as “a Group of circumcised exotick Figures” 
(p. 123). One wonders why Fitzpatrick describes their genitalia—did 
he expect Jews to sell stocks naked? 

The world of the sequel is darker than its predecessor. As in the 
first play, the Jews are rich, thriving, knowledgeable, and powerful. 
But in the sequel their force is felt more. Servile quits being “a Patriot” 
because “there was nothing to be got by it" (p. 34). "Many a Time,” 
Lord Turncoat “sat together” with Trueblue “and drank The true Inter- 
est of Great Britain” (p. 33), but Turncoat too has left the Tory cause. 
Even Trueblues final remed y—“drink{ing] THE orp Constitution, ina 
Pint-Bumper” with “a Set of honest Fellows” (p. 35)—is a selfish escape. 


“News for One Hundred Years hence in the Hebrew Journal” came out 
in two parts. The first appeared in the Craftsman of 14 July 1753. This 
“Hebrew Journal" —or a selection from it— was reprinted in the 
London Evening Post, Jackson's Oxford Journal, and London Magazine." 
Later that year, the second part, "More News for One Hundred Years 
hence ...," appeared in Gray's Inn Journal, and this too was reprinted.!? 

An example of the well-known vision pieces,'? the "Hebrew Jour- 
nal" parodied news items — notices of ordinances and laws, natural 
disasters, death and succession, crimes and their perpetrators, 
rumors, ships and wars and foreign countries, literary items, intro- 
ducing these with the same formulas that began accounts of actual 
news: "On Tuesday last . . .”; "Yesterday . . .”; "At two-o'clock this 
morning...” or (second-hand) “We hear от... "; “We are also in- 
formed. . . ." For example, the "Hebrew Journal"'s "Yesterday was 
launch'd at Woolwich the Benjamin Salvadore, being the largest 
Ship ever built at that Place, and she is immediately to be fitted out 
for the Medetrranean [sic], and it is said, the Board of Admiralty 
have given the Command of her to Rear Admiral Suasso" (p. 2) 
is not much different from the London Evening Post's “The Lords of the 
Admiralty have put the Culloden and Anson Men of War into Com- 
mission, and given the Command of the former to Captain Henry 
Ward, and that of the latter to Capt. Charles Holmes.”2° The bite of 
the "Hebrew Journal" is due to the Sephardic names. 
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Satirically doctored news items were not new.?! Nor was a chroni- 
cle comprised of them.? What gave the “Hebrew Journal” its ex- 
traordinary force was an edgy Christian uncertainty. Though 
Charles Ranger, Murphy's persona, described the vision as “whimsi- 
cal,” he also admitted that "it contains some very seasonable Admo- 
nitions” (see note 19). Behind the wondrously fabled reporting were 
real fears. Although wealthy Jews — such as Sampson Gideon, thriv- 
ing stockbrokers, and Caiphas (“richer than a German prince” 
[the sequel, p. 32])— are in other satires, in the topsy-turvy world of 
1853 they have taken over. The "Hebrew Chronicle" dramatizes their 
power. Great Britain has become Judaea Nova; St. Paul's, a syna- 
gogue; Westminster Abbey, a cemetery for Jews. 

The result is oppressive. Clannish, parochial, domineering, the 
Jews imprison George Briton for importing pork, whip John 
Hartwell for his disbelief in the Jewish messiah, murder "several 
Highlanders" for practicing Christianity, and crucify Bryan Macma- 
nus and Thady O Sullivan for refusing to be circumcised. Like the 
light in Pope's Dunciad, Christianity, according to the "Hebrew Jour- 
nal"s account, is moribund. In Scotland, Christians are not allowed 
to pray; in England, they are expelled. Pontius Pilate is honored, and 
the anniversary of Christ's crucifixion elicits "the greatest Demon- 
strations of Joy” (p. 2). There seems to be no escaping the takeover. 
Prosaic place names— such as Grosvenor Square, Lincoln's Inn, 
Newgate, Tyburn— become metaphors, signposts of Jewish power in 
the city. Jews have spread north (to Scarborough), east (to Wool- 
wich), west (to Berkshire), and beyond, to North Wales, Ireland, and 
Scotland. Even a door shut tight cannot prevent a Hebrew calendar 
and a porkless meal. 

A clear fantasy, this fairyland caused more laughter than 
apprehension, yet both were present. The "Hebrew Journal”s 
agenda of items blends The Merchant of Venice and thespurious bill for 
naturalizing Christians; the chief dockyard of the English navy and 
the imaginary Sion House; and the plausible Abraham Levy, the 
allegoric George Briton, the fictional Charles Ranger, the real John 
Barnard, the literary Zorobabel. Murphy's skillful mash provoked 
uncertainty about theJew's (and the Englishman's) ability and future, 
about truth and fantasy; and so the laughter, sure as it was, was less 
than sure.

As I could perceive a lively Expression of some 
important meaning in his Countenance, I desired him to sit down, 
which he accordingly did, and then, without further Ceremony, en- 
tered into the Matter. He informed me that he was born in the High- 
lands of Scotland; that he had lived there almost all his Life, and that 
he is blessed with the Faculty of a second Sight. By this Power, he 
told me, he could see further into the Series of human Contingen- 
cies, thanis permitted to the rest of Mankind, and, added he, shaking 
his Head, and his Eyes rolling, as if his Mind were then pregnant 
with Fore-Knowledge, "Friend Ranger, it gives me muckle Trouble to 
see the English forehuing their Neest, and giving it up to the Cheeld of 
Israel. 1 can see the Ruin of this Eeland, whose Kings formerly went to 
the Cruisade. Here is a Paper of the News that will happen here 
in about a hundred Years hence, which I beg you'll publish. for 
[sic] my Part, [m going to spend the Remainder of my Days 
in my own Country, where no Jews thirst for Gold.”—Here 
he fetched a deep Groan, and assured me that the established 
Religion of this Country will be .shortly abolished, and the 
Direction of Affairs vested in the Hands of a Jewish Sanhedrim. Upon 
this he paused for some Time, with his Eyes fixed on the Ground, 
then, sighing, rose up and hastily withdrew. I shall now lay before 
my Readers the whole Substance of his Fore-Knowledge, as I per- 
suade myself, however whimsical it may appear, that it contains some 
very seasonable Admonitions at this Juncture (1756 ed, 1:246—47). 


Murphys reference in the 1754 edition to "the second-sighted Scotchman, 
whose Fore-knowledge has formerly contributed to the Entertainment of 
the Readers of the Gray's-Inn Journal” (no. 26, 23 March 1754, p. 155) 
tells us that the seer had appeared earlier, most probably in Craftsman no. 14.

The dreadful Effects of the firft of thefe Vices 
upon the Mind, have been admirably expos’d to 
the World, in their moft natural and frightful 
Colours (I mean, in the Cafe of Mr. Edmund 
Curl, once a Stationer in the New Intere/t) by 
a very grave Writer, who (as my Lord Or—y 
well obferves) hath, in this part of his Englifh 
Hiffory, far excell’d Clarendon, Eckhard, Burnet, 
Rapin, and all the other Writers of our own 
Nation, upon the fame Subject. 


„ I (hall go on therefore, in this Paper, to lay 
before Thee, gentle Reader, the fatal Depreda- 
tions which that other Vice of AMBITION hath 
begun to make upon our Nature. And, as I 
am ftudious of Brevity, and have never, in all 
my Reading, met with any Inftance parallel to 
the Cafe before us, I fhall wave all Citations 
from ancient or modern Story, and proceed im- 
mediately to the melancholy Account of him 
who is, hitherto, the living Objcét of our Pity

He cou’d never continue long in one Place. 
Once, upon a Time, he took his Horfe, and, 
without a faying a Word to Lady 7---r, rode 
away to G---£ B---z in Wiltfhire ; from whence, 
having fpent fix or feven thoufand Pounds in 
Strong Beer, and thereby contracted an incurable 
Averfion to that fort of Liquor, he gallop'd off to 
Weliminfler у but the Air of that Place not 
agreeing with him, for more than fix Weeks, or 
two Months, down he came to the City of Ox- 
Jord, and took Lodgings in the Town-Hall, here 
he was perfuaded, by Dr. теғ and others, 
whom he us’d to meet at a // 24е ау Night's 
Club, to come over to the Univerfity. Не had 
not been in this Situation above ten Days, or a 
Fortnight, when, playing at Blind-Man’s Buff 
with the Doctor and his Companion's, he ran 
his Head, with great Violence, арат the Coni- 
vocation-Heufe. This Shock almost turn'd his 
Brain, but as foon as Бе was toierably a

he got on Horfeback again, апа hath been, ever 
fince, rambling round the County. 


This Wandering Difpofition hath, of late, by 
many ferious People, been thought to have fore- 
boded the prefent Manifeftation of his Inclina- 
tions to fudaifm. 


Others were of Opinion, (оте Time аро, 
from the Style and Purport of a famous Letter of 
his, dated from Henley, that he was turn’d Ro- 
man Catholic, and enter’d into the Society of 
Jefuits. But fuch Gentlemen ought to be in- 
form'd, that the fewi/b Rabbies are, at leaft, as 
good Cafuifts as the Jefuits, and that their Tal- 
mud doth highly approve the Two-fac'd, or 
Double Style, in writing to an Enemy. I men- 
tion this, becaufe I wou'd not have it believ'd, 
that this unfortunate Gentleman hath, as yet, had 
more Religions than two. 


It was not, however, till towards the End of 
the laft Seffion, that his favourite Thought of 
being Parliament- Man had work'd fo ftrongly 
upon his Mind, as to make him think of form- 
ing an Alliance with thofe Enemies of Chriftiani- 
ty, the Jews. The common Reputation of their 
great Riches, and the Credit he obferv'd they 
had lately gain'd at Court, made him fuppofe, 
that Money and M-n-f-1 Influence, the two great 
Sinews ot the New Interefl, muft be greatly in- 
crcas’d by fuch an Alliance.

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He communicated this Defign, the firft Op- 
portunity, to two eminent Divines, viz. his old 
Friend Dr. Tivrper, and the Reverend Timotby 
Boots, who both very readily concurr'd with him 
in it. 

The former of them took Occafion to obferve 
hereupor, that, by this means, they might ba- 
lance the popular Cry of their Adverfaries, by 


giving their own Party, from henceforth, the 
Title of the OLD RELIGION. 


Mr. Boots took Notice, that all Religions 
were, in themfelves, Things indifferent, any 
farther than as they ferv'd our prefent Purpofes ; 
and that, in the Cafe before him, he was fin- 
cerely of the Opinion of St. Paul, that neither 
Circumcifion availeth any Thing, nor Uncircum- 
cifion, but a New Creature; by which, he very 
confidently affirm'd, the рој е meant the New 
INTEREST. 


The Scheme being approv'd by the D. of M. 
and then agreed on, Mr. Ch. 'f-nk-nf-n was fent 
expreís with a Letter to Mr. G-d-n, containing 
the Propofal, and defiring to know his Condi- 
tions. That courteous Gentleman reply'd, that 
if the Rite of Circuzicifion were comply'd with, 
and he were once in Poffeffion of Sir E. T's 
Forefkin, every Thing elfe would foon be made 
cafy, and they might command their own 
Terms.

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On the Return of the Mefenger, Sir E. T. 
feem’d much perplex'd at the Thoughts of Crr- 
cumcifica, but being encourag'd by thofe about 
him, efpecially by T«/ier, who told him it was 
only a Matter cf Ferm, he at laft confented to 
undergo the Operation. 


All Matters. being thus fettled, and the Day 
of Circumcifion fix'd, Mr. G-d-n came down, 
the Night before, in a Poft-Chäite tr m Leadon, 
and brought with him the famous Mr. Mefs 
Ben-Amrı, fo celebrated for his cafy and expe- 
-ditious Method of performing this Ллојагса! Ce- 
remony. This Gentleman, in order to avoid giv- 
ing Offence, and alarming the O/d Interef! Mob, 
was difguis’d in a Gown and Caflock, and be- 
ing a tall, good-looking, black Man, pafs’d very 
well, even upon the fagacious Mr. John Bew 
himfelf, for the Reverend and Worfhipful Dr. 
P---o of F---s. 


On Saturday, about Noon, the Company, 
confifting of the Chiefs of the New Interefi, be- 
ing affembled in an upper Chamber, and the 
Doors lock'd, fer Fear of the Chriflians, the 
Reverend Dr. H. gave an excellent Charge to 
the Candidate for Circumcifien, from the 34th 
Chapter of Genefis, Ver. 21, 22, 23, wherein, 
with great Learning and Eloquence, he vindi- 
cated the Conduct of the Shechemites, and re- 
commended, from their /ucky Example, the Pro- 
ject of forming an Alliance with the Houfe of 

Jacob, 
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Jacob, by complying with the Rite of Circum 
cifon. 


The Charge being ended, which was receiv'd 
with great Applaufe by the whole Affembly, 
Sir E. 7. rifing from his Chair, all pale and 
trembling, and with fome Hefitation of Voice, 
(which was fuppos'd to proceed from Mr. Mofes 
Ben-Amri’s inadvertently producing the Circum- 
cifion Knife, juft at that Junéture) addrefs'd 
himfelf to the D. of M. and fpoke as fol- 
loweth. 


<< May it pleafe your G—— e, 


* As I am come hither to give the greateft 
Teftimony in my Power, of my Attachment 
“ to your G——e and the New Interef?, I think 
proper, before we proceed any farther, to 
make one Requeft for myfelf, which, I hope, 
will appear highly reafonable to your G—e, 
“ and this whole Affembly.

The D. with his ufual Good-Nature, and 
without any Thought or Deliberation, imme- 
diately gave а confenting Nod to the Propofal ;

Refufal. And thus his G---e’s Countenance, 
being equally acted on from right and left, be- 
came fo nicely balanc'd betwixt Affent and Dif- 
fent, that the moft Cafuiftical Phyfiognomift 
would have been at a Lofs to guefs whether Aye 
or No fhou’d carry it.

Upon this the little Baronet, with great Aci- 
lity, mounted the Table, and, unbottoning his 
Breeches, laid himfelf on his Back, the fewi/b 
Operator attending on the right Side of him, and 
Mr. 7--nk--n on the left, who very prudently 
held a Bed-pan under his Br--cb, for Fear of 
Accidents from that Quarter. 


Then Mr. Mofes Ben- Amri approach’d with 
great Solemnity, with the Forceps in one 
Hand, and the Circumcifion Knife in the other, 
and having mutter'd fome Words in Hebrew, 
(which Dr. H. the only Perfon that underftood

It hap- 
pen’d thus in the Cafe of this unbappy Viclim, 
and the Curiofity of Mr. А e though, 
like a provident Gencral, he fecur’d the 
Rear, was, at the fame Time, unaccountably 
negligent of what might happen in the Frost) 
having hung his E directly over the Tee

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d'eau, he had the good Luck to catch the whole 
Stream in his Mouth ; except a few Sprinklings 
which were beftow’d in bedewing the Gown 
and Caffock of Mr. Mofes Ben-Amri.

All Hopes of retrieving the Forc/kin being 
now given over, Mr. G—d—zn ftood up, and, 
with great Formality, protefted againft the Va-

ferting, that as they bd fail' in that inditpenfa- 
ble Condition of putting hiv in full Potfetfion 
of it (as a Pledge af'their fincere Intentions of 
adhering to the projected Coalition) he . now 
thought himiclf abtolv'd from the Contra&, and 
call’d the whole Company to witncís: that he 
declar'd himielf to be fo.

LONDON. 

Since our laft arrived a Mail from Holland, by which we learn, that there 
was an Engagement between our Army and the Forces of the French King, 
in which the latter would have been totally defeated, had not a Pan pre- 
vented it.
